The book which Mr. H. G. CrarKe has now written, will 
hft this veil of obscurity, and give to Collectors and 
others in general, authentic light as to their history and 
production; together with interesting details and Biogra- 
phical Notes of over 140 Pictures he has seen and handled. 


Mr. Criarke states ‘‘ that in connection with Glass Pictures, 
there is one outstanding feature—their link with Mezzotint 
- Engraving.’? He shows how, with the rise of Mezzotint 
Engraving, in the latter half of the seventeenth century, the 
call for colour arose—and this was interpreted—by an in- 
genious combination of the Engraved print and the Painters 
art, which resulted in the ‘‘ Process’’ or ‘‘ Art’’ of Glass 
Picture production, The majority of Glass Pictures were 
produced from Mezzotint engravings, but Mr. CuarKg illus- 
trates some very fine copies from line Engravings, and even 
from Aquatints. 


Prior to this, no attempt has been made to provide the 
collector with an account of Glass Picture production, or to 
catalogue and describe the various pictures known to exist 
to-day. This is a gap which the publishers feel R. 
CLarKz’s book adequately fills; and they are confident that it 
will prove a valuable work of reference, not only to collectors, 
but to all interested in Antiques and pictures in general. 


In addition to Mr. CiarKe’s descriptive catalogue, the book 
will be found to contain an Alphabetical Catalogue of nearly 
500 known Glass Pictures which has been compiled with the 
assistance of many well-known collectors, and friends of the 
- author, both in this country and the United States. 


‘Every care is being taken to reproduce the pictures selected 
as perfectly as possible so that the volume may be one which 
shall appeal alike to the collector, the bibliophile, and the 
large public interested in the subject.

“*. . . I have not yet met with Dean Milles’s and Mr. Bryant’s books on 
the subject of Rowley; nor have I seen Dr. Warton’s. My opinion of that matter 
is briefly this. I first heard of Rowley from Dr. Lort, as I was passing through 
Cambridge in the year 1771. None of the poems were then published; but he shewed 
me a few in writing. I immediately pronounced them modern. ‘ There it is now,’ 
said he in his jocular way, ‘we reject your Ossian, and you will not admit our 
Rowley.’ I told him there was no prejudice in the case; and that my opinion was 
founded upon these two particulars chiefly : first, the form of the stanzas and the 
accuracy of the versification, which plainly appeared to me to have been tuned 
by an ear accustomed to the modern pronunciation and the modern measures; and 
secondly, on the motley nature of this style, which was made up of words and 
phrases whereof some were as old as Chaucer, or perhaps older, and others seemed 
to be of the eighteenth century. . . . This opinion I saw no cause to change, 
or even to be suspicious of, till last summer, when Mr. Bryant told me that he

was preparing a book in which he would prove that Chatterton never wrote the 
poems in question, and that the same colour of style and measures of verse had 
been used by other poets of Rowley’s age. , 

‘You ‘seem to wish to know what I think of Ossian. I will tell you honestly 
that I have been an unbeliever in him from the beginning; and what is worse, that 
I am one of those who never greatly admired him. I admit the merit of particular 
passages. His rocks, torrents, mists, and heath, are very good in their way; and I 
have often had enough of them when I have been travelling or sojourning in the 
highlands. But the life and soul of the greater poetry is wanting—men and manners. 
I am intimately acquainted with the character of almost every personage in Homer, 
Virgil, Shakespeare, and Milton; but Ossian’s highlanders seem to be all wrapt up 
in their native mist, and to speak nothing but their native Erst; which I do not 
understand.

That the hall, the horses, the chariots, 
the women, of Morven (now called Morvern) were such in those days, as they are 
represented in these poems, is absolutely impossible. That so much refinement should 
prevail among barbarians (for such the highlanders of Scotland undoubtedly were at 
a period much later than the fifth or sixth century), is like nothing in history or in 
nature that has as yet been heard of. But I will not state all my objections to the 
antiquity of Ossian; for indeed they are more than I have time to write at present, 
or you would have patience to read.’’

No doubt, it is worthy of the 
best of them, but they keep themselves so very much to one set of writers; & until 
a new author has made a great hit, they care not to give him or her a chance. e.g.

‘In the two little volumes of north country stories of ian I request your 
acceptance it has been my wish to revive something lke the old popular desultory 
way of tale telling once very prevalent among the ‘peasantry. I have interspersed 
them with songs and ballads for those oral stories had their rhymes also. They 
are founded generally in traditions with which I became acquainted on the two 
shores of Solway. 

‘“. . . Iam far from lable to be gloomy yet there are times when I glance 
back to ‘earlier days I am almost tempted to cry aloud with Burns ‘ Had I to cude 
advice but harkit.’ The place which a love of poesie has filled in my heart might 
have been supplied by some more profitable thing, but I was bred in a lonely place, 
painting and sculpture seemed something like the work of sorcery and unattainable 
and as my trade presented nothing to please my ambition I was fain in my twenty 
first year to woo the more accessible muse of homely country rhymes. 

‘* You will be pleased to hear that a second edition of my dramatic story is 
called for. I have endeavoured to profit by the remarks of some kind friends in 
making amendments. But it is only in trifles that a story can be mended, once 
wrong and ever wrong, at least the proverb holds good with me. I wish to try 
another native story, and when once I have made a “rough sketch or model -I shall 
endeavour to acquit myself as well as I may, probably something lke a dramatic 
romance in blank verse interspersed with lyrics would be more in my way than 
anything else.’’

A remarkable series of letters of intense literary interest, the first of which 
doubtless refers to Cunningham’s connection with the London Magazine, which 
published a series of papers in continuation of Dr. Johnson’s ‘‘ Lives of the Poets,”’ 
Cunningham in 1821 being an important contributor to that magazine. 


In the remaining letters, which are of equal importance, Darley refers to 
Charles Lamb; gives a long criticism on Gainsborough’s ‘‘ Blue Boy ’’ and ‘‘ Cottage 
Door,’’ which were exhibited at the British Institution in 1834, and sends his 
pamphlet ‘‘ Nepenthe ’’ in return for eight volumes from Cunningham, being probably 
his edition of Burns with the ‘‘ Life.’ 


‘*T have looked over your lists of Poets, and even had I all my recollections 
about me, could scarce add another good name to the number. I would perhaps be 
cruel to congratulate you on knowing somany. Full one half of them, we shall both 
agree, are less fit for Olympus than the Paradise of Fools. But being compelled to 
keep square with Johnson, I acknowledge you can scarcely get rid of them. This is 
the fruit of having to cater for the public swallow. When Leviathan is to be fed, we 
must heave in bushels of garbage, or the great bathos of his stomach would never 
feel itself filled. Had we to make our own list, it would be far different. No in- 
genuity can erect a noble structure on the base of Johnson. Taking so low a standard 
do what you will the work, if carried out, would be less like the Lives of the Poets 
than the Lives of all those who ever writ verses. What of good may be done on 
such a plan I know no one more capable of effecting than yourself, but it is not an 
employment I fear much more congenial to your tastes than my own. 


‘* You conceive yourself no doubt obliged to exclude from your list all who 
have never written any but dramatic poetry. Else wherefore omit such names as 
Marston, Middleton, Haywood, Decker, Webster and others? For my own part I 
do not see why certain scores of the Ducks and Dukes should not give place to our 
Early Dramatists, and so furnish out indeed a complete as well as unblotted scroll 
of British Poets. Johnson’s Lives should remain, as the Devil’s harangues in Milton, 
tho’ made up of spite, slander, wrong-headedness, bluster, and blasphemy. But 
they should remain for their abstract merit as glowing ebullitions of the brain, not 
for what pismire Malone calls them, ‘ the finest body of criticism in the world.’ 


‘* On second thoughts, and finding in what a truck way you must run, do not 
let me be anywise influential about making you re-write Milton’s Life, unless you 
find it advisable yourself. But by all means, and as you would have the serpent at 
the root of your own laurel destroyed, render Johnson innocuous in your notes on 
his worst piece of posthumous assassination. I coincide with you against Southey 
as to the dates. 


‘*T saw C. Lamb, spent a delightful two days with him, could hardly get 
away and have promised to go there soon again, without a formal invitation, which 
he hates. He is so devilish idle that I fear much for all to whom he has promised 
contributions. I am however to see the MS. of a play he has lately written, and I 
was just thinking whether ‘ A Scene from an unpublished play’ by C. Lamb, might 
not be suitable to you. Should you like this? if so I will endeavour to procure it.

‘“. . . With respect to the Gainsborough, of which you especially desire an 
unsophisticated critic’s opinion (just to see, I imagine, what a ninny poor nature is, 
without her governess Art to tell her what she should say on every occasion) : with 
respect to the Gainsboroughs, I had as little difficulty in forming a judgment, any 
judgment at all with respect to many works of more celebrated artists. For example 
one of Titians in this collection appears to me like a huge square palette of mingled 
colors : I can make nothing of it : whether it be worthy the inside of a palace or the 
outside of an alehouse, I have not the most nemote idea.’’

ie . There are few novels of the last three or four years, which have 
SO abandonly abounded in novels, half or one tenth as good as ‘ Love and Mr. 
Lewisham,’ and I will frankly own that ‘ Kipps’ is not so “good, though I found it, 
too, better than the multitudinous wash of recent fiction. hi the elder and the 
better novel, it deals with the simpler life, curiously streaked with the aesthetic life, 
which would like to be simple if it knew how. But whereas Lewisham was cager to 
get on educationally, and was glad to be rid, but not ignobly glad to be rid, of the 
past in the form of his first love, Kipps quite as gladly reverts to his earliest days, 
even to the days before he became a dry-goods clerk and turns with relief from the 
aesthetically and socially ambitious girl (she is never more than a polite Bohemian) 
whom he has unexpectedly won, to marry the little maid whom he loved when a 
boy, and finds that he still loves when she has grown up a little serving maid.

Kipps has to inherit a fortune from his grandfather, who had 
ignored him until the author’s necessity, rea! or fancied, constrained him to leave 
Kipps his money; and the knowledge of his good luck has to come to Kipps by one 
of the most surprising chances, such a chance as art should be charier of than life is. 
Then he has to make friends on the borders of that great world which he ultimately 
finds he is not fit for, and these have to bring him in relations with the young lady 
whom he had idolized afar, but who, when she come to idolize him, wishes to form 
him over in the image of that world, so much as she herself knows it, and to orient 
him anew in regard to his aspirates, and so wearies and wounds him with her instruc- 
tion that his heart turns from her. It is very prettily imagined that she gets more 
in love with Kipps as he gets more out of love with her, and the whole situation is 
very humorously conceived.

a ok A Neapolitan by birth and a journalist by circumstance, by marriage. 
and in some degree doubtless also by inclination, she strikes for us, from the first, 
the note of facility and spontaneity and the note of initiation and practice. Con- 
cerned, through her husband, in the conduct of a Neapolitan morning-paper, of a 
large circulation and a radical colour, she has, as I infer, produced her novels and 
tales mainly in such snatches of time and inspiration as have been left her py urgent 
day-to-day journalism. They distinctly betray, throughout, the conditions of their 
birth—so little are they, to the literary sense, children of maturity and leisure. On 
the question of style, in a foreign writer, it takes a great general intimacy to make 
us sure of our ground; but’ I feel myself on the safe side in conceiving that this lady, 
full of perception, and vibration, can not only not pass for a purist, but must be con- 
sidered, throughout, in spite of an explosive eloquence, to pretend but little to 
distinction of form; which, for an Italian, is a much greater predicament than for 
one of our shapeless selves. That, however, would perhaps pass for a small quarrel 
with a writer, or rather with a talker and—for it is what ome must most insist on— 
a feeler, of Matilde Serao’s remarkable spontaneity. Her mere Neapolitanism is a 
value, to whatever literary lapses it may minister. Truly, it is a rare privilege, 
to which it may be said that this lady thoroughly ‘ lives up.’ Loud, loq:acious, 
abundant, natural, happy, with luxurious insistences on the handsome, the costly 
and the fleshly, the fine persons and fine clothes of her characters, their satin and 
velvet, their bracelets, rings, white waistcoats, general appointments and bedroom 
furniture, with almost as many repetitions and as free a tongue, in short, as Juliet’s 
nurse, she reflects at every turn the wonderful mixture that surrounds her—the 
beauty, the misery, the history, the light and noise and dust, the prolonged paganism 
and the renewed reactions, the great style of the distant and the past’, and the 
generally compromised state of the immediate and the near. These things were all 
in the germ—they have only, since, gathered volume and assurance—for the reader 
of her earlier novels: so that I well remember the impression made on me, when 
the book was new—my copy, apparently of the first edition, bears the date 1885— 
by the rare energy, the immense disinvoltura, of ‘ La Conquista di Roma.’ ‘This was 
my introduction to the author, in consequence of which I immediately read ‘ Fan- 
tasia ’’ and the ‘ Vita e Avventure di Riccardo Joanna,’ with some smaller pieces; 
after which, interrupted but not detached, I knew nothing more till, in the course 
of time, I renewed acquaintance on the ground of ‘ Il Paese di Cuccagna,’ then, 
however, no longer in its first freshness. That work set me straightway to reading 
everything else I could lay hands on, and I think, therefore, that, save * 11 Ventre 
di Napoli’ and two or three quite recent productions that I have not met, there is 
nothing from our author that I have not mastered. Such as I find her in everything, 
she remains above all things the signal ‘ case.’ ’’ Etc.

“. oo. . . If Miss Cox’s very readable ‘ Introduction to Folklore’ reaches 
the public, and stimulates collection, it will have done its duty. Miss Cox is known 
as the author of the best single study of one popular tale, her erudite collection 
of variants on the theme of ‘ Cinderella.’ In the ‘ Introduction ’ she is too wise to 
frighten the timid by a display of learning, she gives fact, and theories without 
references to original sources. As to her theories, I cannot well criticise some of 
them, which are, more or less, ‘ my own invention.’ The savage origin of the savage 
element in civilised mythologies, the light thrown on popular tales by savage and 
barbaric belief and custom, are among these points. The ideas are lucidly and per- 
suasively stated by Miss Cox, and on the point of the diffusion of the tales and myth, 
she does not dogmatise, As to animism, as to the origin of the conception of spiritual 
beings, she follows Mr. Tylor and Mr. Spencer, which shews some genius for eclec- 
ticism. As to the question whether the belief in spiritual beings, may not be due in 
part, to ‘ physical’ phenomena, for example to ‘ veridical hallucinations,’ or, 10 
vulgar terminology, to ‘ ghosts.” Miss Cox ‘ leaves it wholly aside.’ Indeed, if the 
theme can be treated at all (it is touched on by Mr. Tylor) it requires original 
research : For example Mr. Tylor gives two or three cases of ‘ death-wraith,’ among 
the New Zealanders, and I have observed other instances in various savage quarters. 
Some were ‘ collective cases,’ several people seeing ‘ the wraith’ at the same time. 
The curious point is that the Maoris, exactly hke superstitious persons, in Europe, 
inferred that their friend who owned the wraith, was dead, as he really was. Now, 
why do they draw this inference? On Mr. Tylor’s theory of savage ideas, they 
should have inferred that the spirit was taking a stroll apart from the body, because 
its owner was asleep, or in a trance, for sleep is a daily affair, whereas death comes 
to each man but once. In one Maori case, the hving man was perfectly well, at a 
distance, but his wife married again.’’ Etc.

An interesting criticism of M. Bédier’s ‘‘ Les Fabliaux.”’ 


rae . I have no right to criticise his work, where it deals with the literary 
qualities of the Fabhaux, but much of his book is concerned with the general question 
of the diffusion of popular stories. M. Bédier’s conclusions are exactly those which 
approve themselves to me, and he is particularly opposed to the theory of M. Cosquin, 
of Benfey, and others who find the central source of Tales in India. 

‘* But M. Bédier appears to have misunderstood my own position. He supposed 
me to mean that ‘ each conte or each type of contes may have been invented and 
reinvented an infinite number of times in different ages and countries’. (p. 36). 
Again, ‘ No Theory is probable which cannot admit the fact, proved in a thousand 
cases, that contes may be transmitted by way of borrowing. We are merely aston- 
ished that Grimm and Mr. Lang so energetically refuse to admit this truth.’ (p. 39). 
To take the second assertion first, I have (if M. Beéedier will pardon me) always 
admitted this truth, that contes may be transmitted by borrowing. I say in a work

quoted by M. Bédier, ‘ It is certain that no limit can be put to a story’s power of 
flight per ora virdm. It may wander wherever merchants wander, wherever captives 
are dragged, wherever slaves are sold, wherever the custom of exogamy commands 
the choice of alien wives. Wherever human communication is, or has been possible, 
there the story may go, and the space of time during which the courses of the sea 
and the paths of the land have been open to story is dateless and unknown. ‘ Yet I 
energetically deny ’ that stories may be borrowed! On the other hand I energetically 
assert it. This must have escaped M. Bédier’s attention. This brings me to the 
former point: that I believe any story may be invented and reinvented any number 
of times. Distinguo! As I have said, in my preface to Miss Cox’s Cinderella, ‘ where 
the sequence of adventures in Apuleius is strictly preserved, there I believe firmly 
in transmission, in borrowing.’ But where the sequence does not exist at ali, as in 
the Red Indian and Zulu tales analogous to Cupid and Psyche: where only the 
central idea occurs (a taboo on wedded intercourse, with supernatural penalty on its 
infringement) there I pronounce no opinion, as to whether the tale has been inde- 
pendently invented, or borrowed and altered. Clearly any tale in which a wife may 
not see, or name, or speak to a husband and in which her (or his) disobedience 
is supernaturally punished, is ‘ of the type of ’ of Cupid and Psyche. But this idea 
is often found where two jealous sisters are absent: where many of the adventures 
in Apuleius are absent.’ HEte., etc.

However I hope something is to be allowed for a Carlylian kaleido- 
scope (or rather Kakeidoscope) and for these particular Woolnerian idiosyncracies 
which set me roaring many times before I had got through the little book. The 
descriptions of sunsets, etc., are really glorious, and altogether the thing gives one 
an intimate knowledge of your sea-life, as if one had made the voyage with you. . 
Are not Hunt’s sketches wonderful, they are made with ‘ Swiss chalks,’ not Creta 
Levis. The ‘ Swiss’ are softer than the Creta, but) I think much more beautiful in 
color. Hunt will send you out some of both. Some of William’s sketches are very 
rich. My Hunt is universally pronounced to resemble Rush on his trial. I am 
therefore bound to say that, while it was made, I distinctly remember Hunt’s wish- 
ing that he could hang Rowland Hill, for increasing the burthen of his corre- 
spondence through the penny postage. This may probably account for the mur- 
derous expression. : 

‘* I told you in my last that I have sold my old old white picture at last to a 
man in Ireland, a certain M’Cracken who bought Hunt’s ‘ Gentleman and a half of 
Verona.’ Said M’C. afterwards sent said white daub to Ruskin, to whom he had 
wanted me to submit it as a preliminary to the purchase, which I had sternly 
refused. Ruskin’s opinion (I suppose) has induced him to give me a commission for 
£150, and I have chosen a subject of the ‘ Virgin of the House of 8S. John,’ which 
I am now about. There is another man at Liverpool who has seen she white 
abomination & wants a picture of mine, but I have said his best plan will be to wait 
till I have some thing ready for him, as I find already with M’C.’s picture that I 
shall be making it worth more than the stipulated sum. M’C. sent me a passage 
from a letter of Ruskin’s about my Dantesque sketches exhibited this year at the 
Winter Gallery of which I spoke to you in my last. R. goes into raptures about the 
colour & grouping which he says are superior to anything in modern art, which I 
believe is almost as absurd as certain absurd objections which he makes to them. 
However, as he is only half informed of art, anything he says in favour of one’s 
work is of course sure to prove invaluable in a professional way, and I only hope, 
for the sale of my rubbish, that he may have the honesty to say publicly in his new 
book, what he has said privately, but I doubt this. Oh! Woolmer, if one could only 
find the ‘ supreme ’ Carlylian Ignoramus, him who knows positively the least about 
Art) of any living creature, and get him to write a pamphlet about one, what a 
fortune one might make. It now seems that Ruskin had never seen any work of 
mine before, though he never thought it necessary to say this in writing about the 
P. R. B. I have said all this to you about my * professional prospects,’ (ahem!) a 
subject on which I am always profoundly speechless—because I know your friend- 
ship is really interested to know that there is a prospect of my getting «m all right 
if I can make myself work. . . . 

‘¢ Tet me think now of news of friends. Hunt has sent three pictures into the 
R.A. Strayed Sheep, Measure for Measure, and Portrait of a Parson, all glorious. 
His figure of Christ in the moonlight he was after all unable to get it finished. 
This is the best’ thing he has yet done. He starts for the East, he at present 
believes, about August, & Seddon goes with him. Millais has sent in two pictures.

‘‘In 1796 Sir Walter Scott heard of the version of Biirger’s ‘ Lenore’ by 
William Taylor of Norwich, one of the first students of German literature. He was 
stimulated to attempt a rival translation, which he began after supper and finished 
that night in a state of excitement which spoilt his sleep. He published this 
in October with a companion ballad, ‘ The Wild Huntsman ’ (William and Helen); 
the publisher being one of his German class. The ballads were praised cy Dugald 
Stewart, George Chalmers, and others; and his rival, Taylor, sent him a friendly 
letter. In 1797 William Erskine showed the ballads to Matthew Gregory Lewis of 
the ‘ Monk,’ who was then collecting the miscellany called ‘ Tales of Wonder ’ (i801). 
He begged for contributions from Scott, whom he met on a visit to Scotland. Scott, 
though amused by Lewis’s foibles, was flattered by the attentions of a well-known 
author and edified by his criticism.’’

poetry, as we find in the intense verse of Mangan, or in the light verse of Lever, 
Moore, and Father Prout, or in the heroic verse of Samuel Ferguson, or in the 
homely verse and winsome music of Allingham and Alfred Perceval Graves and 
Jane Barlow, or in the lyrical outcries of the poets of ‘ The Nation ’ or in the ruder 
utterance of the unknown singers who bequeathed their crude but unforgettable — 
national ballads in pieces such as ‘ The Wearin’ o the Green,’ ‘ The Cruiskeen 
Laun,’ and ‘ The Shan Van Vocht.’ The poetry of Mr. Yeats, and others to be 
named with him, is certainly not distinctively Irish in this sense. But it must not 
be overlooked that the poetic spirit in every country has two instinctive movements : 
to become the colour and sound of the national life in its outward and particular 
aspects, and to become the colour and sound of the national genius in :ts inward 
life and universal appeal. The Poet who ignores the accent of time and place is not 
necessarily the lesser patriot, the less truly nationalist, than the poet, who, from 
the quality of his mind and spirit, or from choice, ignores the accent of the Land 
of Heart’s Desire. Nor can we mistake the hidden fiower of its mortal life, with 
its root in time and place and country. 


‘* I confess that I made one mistake when I took up the ‘ Treasury of Irish 
Poetry.’ That was to read much in it before I read the Introduction to the volume 
by Mr. Stopford Brooke. The reader should not do likewise. For Mr. Brooke 
exposes both what were the editorial aims and what are the admitted restrictions of 
this anthology, and, too accomplished a critic, to allow national predilection to 
control judgment and taste, admits frankly, in effect, that here we have rather 
the material and promise of great art than great art itself. I think he sums up 
admirably what so many have variously said, and all concerned do in one way or 
the other strongly feel, on the question of the linguistic vehicle for Irish thought 
and Irish emotion and the Irish genius. ‘ England naturally wished to get rid of 
the Irish tongue and was naturally careless of its literature: Ireland itself, and 
that was a pity, did not care enough about her own tongue to preserve it as a 
vehicle for literature; and, finally, her poets and thinkers were steadily driven to 
use the English language.’ Much has been lost by this distinction of a uterary 
language, but much has also been gained. If Irish can again be used as a vehicle 
for literature, so much the better. A few are now making that endeavour, and all 
intelligent persons will wish them good luck and success. It is no disadvantage to 
aman or to a country to be bilingual, and the teaching and use of the Irish tongue 
will throw light upon the ancient form of it, enable scholars to understand it better, 
and increase our knowledge of its treasures. Moreover, there are many realms of 
imaginative feeling in Ireland which cannot be justly put into poetic form except 
in the tongue of the country itself. No other vehicle can express them so well. 
On the other hand, the gain to Irishmen of speaking and writing in English is very 
great. It enables them to put their national aspirations, and the thoughts and 
passions which are best expressed in poetry, into a language which is fast becoming 
universal. It} enables them to tell the world of literature of the ancient myths 
legends, and stories of Ireland, and to represent them, in a modern dress, by means 
of a language which is read and understood by millions of folk in every part of the 
world. These considerations lie at the root of the matter, and if Irish writers do 
not deviate into an imitation of English literature, but cling close to the spirit 
of their native land, they will do well for their country when they use the Jinglish 
tongue.’’ Ete., etc.

be discovered; in the first place the nature of the letter is such that it is unlikely 
that more than a mere handful were originally printed, whilst the result of the libel 
action would naturally prompt the destruction of as many copies as could be recovered 
by the person or persons responsible for its circulation.”’

Swinburne in the opening of his manuscript classes Shakespeare and Webster 
together as the greatest of their age, 

‘‘ There were many poets in the age of Shakespeare who made us think, as we 
read them, that the characters in their plays could not have spoken more beautifully, 
more powerfully, more effectively, under the circumstances imagined for the occa- 
sion of their utterance : there are only two who make us feel that the words assigned 
to the creatures of their genius are the very words they must have said, the only 
words they could have said, the actual words they assuredly did say. Mere literary 
power, mere poetic beauty, mere charm of passionate or pathetic fancy, we find in 


_ varying degrees dispersed among them all alike; but the crowning gift of imagina- 


tion, the power to make us realise that thus & not otherwise it was, that thus & 
not otherwise it must have been, was given—except by exceptional fits & starts—to 
none of the poets of their time but only to Shakespeare & Webster. 

‘‘ Webster it may be said, was but as it were a limb of Shakespeare; but that 
limb, it might be replied, was the right arm. ‘ The Kingly-crowned head, the 
vigilant eye,’ whose empire of thought & whose reach of vision no other man’s 
faculty has ever been found competent to match, are Shakespeare’s alone for ever; 
but the force of hand, the fire of heart, the fervour of pity, the sympathy of passion, 
not poetic & theatric merely, but actual & immediate, are qualities in which the 
lesser. poet is not less certainly or less unmistakably pre-eminent than the greater. 
And there is no third to be set beside them: not even if we turn from their con- 
temporaries to Shelley himself. All that Beatrice says in ‘ The Cenci ’ is beautiful 
& conceivable & admirable : but unless we except her exquisite last words—& even 
they are more beautiful than inevitable—we shall hardly find what we find in King 
Lear & The White Devil, Othello, d The Duchess of Malfy; the tone of convincing 
reality, the note, as a critic of our own day might call it, of certitude.”’

If well put’ on the 
Stage it would act for a time, and it would bring me credit (he said), but it wouldn’t 
pay.

Although the play was written as early as 1879 and printed in that year, it was 
not published until 1884.

Yates sought’ advice of Dickens, who was also a member of the Garrick Club, 
whereupon Thackeray appealed to the Club committee, on the plea that the criticism 
was personal, and that as he had met Yates only at the Club, it was the Club’s 
duty to protect him from Yates’ insults. At the general meeting in July action was 
taken directing Yates to apologise; not doing so, he was excluded from the Club. 
The affair created a coolness between Thackeray and Dickens that was terminated 
only a week before Thackeray’s death.

Since the publication of Briquet’s famous work on water-marks, 
there has been a rapid increase in the interest in the substance on 
which all books are printed and its history. Whereas the pioneer 
work of Mr. Briquet reproduced innumerable water-marks, be was 
naturally unable to authenticate them. Mr. Le Clert has devoted 
forty years of labour to the compiling of these two monumental 
volumes. He gives over four hundred French paper-marks, every 
one of which is dated and authenticated. 

The work falls into three parts. Part I bas been described by 
eminent scholars as the best general history of paper making yet 
written.

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SPANISH ROMANESQUE SCULPTURE 


The last few years have witnessed a remarkable change in the 
attitude of the archeological world towards the Romanesque 
monuments of Spain. It was formerly believed that during this 
period, Spain was merely a weak reflection of the artistic ten- 
dencies dominant in more central parts of Europe, that its art 
lacked originality, that it reproduced at once lavishly and with 
solecism models fashionable in France, Germany or Italy long 
before they reached the Iberian peninsula. It therefore produced 
something of a shock when more accurate investigation of the 
Spanish monuments disclosed the fact that they were not only of 
high artistic quality, but full of originality, and frequently earlier 
than the corresponding phases of art elsewhere in Europe. That is 
to say it bas become evident that, far from being an outlying 
backwater in the stream of European artistic development, Spain 
now proves to have been during the Romanesque period a leader, 
and ber productions cannot be left out of account by those seriously 
interested in the aesthetic appeal of Romanesque art, or in trac- 
ing its historical evolution. 

The steps by which these results have been attained have been 
published in a number of books and periodicals, which in some 
cases have been partly superseded by later writing, and are not 
available in a handy form. Besides facts that ought to be clear 
have too often been obscured by the dust of controversy. In the 


present book, the attempt bas been made to set forward the facts 
succinctly and simply, with the résumé of the latest results, and 
with detailed reference to the preceding literature. The purpose 
of the book is primarily to make readily accessible the new know, 
ledge of Spanish Romanesque sculpture and to illustrate it with 
plates of such bigh quality as to make clear its aesthetic import- 
ance, while at the same time illustrating the monuments chiefly 
important from an historical and archeological standpoint. 

The book is, however, not merely a résumé of what is already 
known. In it will be found the publication of many monuments, 
here brought to archeological attention for the first time, which 
will undoubtedly play their réle in the bistory of art of the future. 
For the first time, too, the story of pre-Romanesque sculpture in 
Spain is traced from the sarcopbagi of the Roman and early 
Christian period to the birth of Romanesque sculpture in the 
second half of the eleventh century. In the text, an effort is made 
to place Spanish sculpture in its relationship with the allied arts 
in Spain, such as ivory carving, miniature painting, and archi- 
tecture, and also to show its relationship with the sculpture of 
other parts of Europe. Emphasis is laid on the existence of pre- 
Romanesque sculpture throughout Europe as well as in Spain, and 
several new monuments are cited. 
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ENGLISH ILLUMINATION 


Miss Elfrida Saunders has written the firstexbaustive bistory of 
English illumination. Hitherto books on this subject were con- 
fined to the study of isolated sections in this fascinating field. The 
author of these two volumes presents a complete review of English 
book illumination. She begins with the Celtic, Anglo-Saxon and 
Roman periods and then devotes a special section to the Bestiary 
manuscripts which are so popular in the history of mediaeval art. 
Much thoughtful consideration is given to the transition from the 
Roman to the Gothic style and to the Gothic period itself, towbich 
the author bas appended a sound appreciation of the Apocalypses. 
The chapter on the school of East Anglian illumination covers the 
period up to the end of the Middle Ages. 

Illumination may be regarded as a fundamental element in the art 
of the Middle Ages The pages of a simple manuscript are often a 
compendium of the style of an entire epoch and the miniatures and 
decorations were often the inspirational source of many early 
frescoes. : 

Very few monuments of mediaeval art have been preserved in Eng- 
land because the Puritan spirit of the Reformation caused the 
ruthless destruction of both frescoes and sculptures. Fortunately 
many miniatures remain to reveal the influence of English art 
upon the art of other countries. 

The miniatures also show bow little English mediaeval art bas 


been appreciated hitherto and how far it is from occupying the 
high place it merits. These small works of art possess such remark, 
able delicacy and such great artistic sensibility that they put 
England in the very front rank among the creative countries of the 
Middle Ages, and at certain periods England may claim an 
unchallengeable pre-eminence. 

This work on English illumination, illustrated with 129 plates, 
forms an exhaustive treatise written in the light of the most recent 
research and may be considered the first standard work on the 
subject. The quality of the reproductions in collotype can be 
regarded as perfect. Each plate is precededbya strong tissue upon 
which an exact description of each illustration is printed, thus 
obviating the necessity of referring to the catalogue and facilitat 
ing the study of the subject. 

To-day such special interest is manifest in miniatures and early 
printed books that this publication will meet with a ready wel- 
come. Collectors and amateurs of works of art, and the many 
buyers of incunabula will desire to possess this work which libra, 
ries and museums and similar institutions will need as a work of 


reference. 
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GIOVANNI PISANO 


Adolfo Venturi, professor of the bistory of artin the University 
of Rome, is a well-known authority on Italian art and bas now 
after many years of study completed bis book dealing with the life 
and the work of the great sculptor Giovanni Pisano. The fruit of 
his labour is ready to be offered to the public. This publication is 
the first exhaustive treatise concerning the famous artist, whose 
works may be regarded as the most perfect expression of Italian 
sculpture during the latter part of the thirteenth and the begin- 
ning of the fourteenth century. 

The importance of the creative genius of Giovanni Pisano 
extends far beyond the sphere of bis age and his works bear the 
test of comparison with the masterpieces of sculpture of all 
times, and their significance is hardly secondary to the achieve 
ments of Donatello and Michelangelo. Many of bis statues attain 
an almost visionary splendour and exercise a profound and over- 
whelming effect upon the observer. 

Giovanni Pisano continued the work of bis father Nicola upon the 
Dome and the Baptistry in Pisa; also he created the Campo 
Santo there and invested the Siennese architecture of the Dome 
with a magical life. The torch-light of bis art shone throughout 
Tuscany and Umbria; from Pisa, Sienna and Florence, along 
the Tyrrbenean coast, from Liguria to the Parthenopaean shores, 
from Lombardy to Calabria and Sicily. 

In selecting the illustrations of this book Professor Venturi bas 


attached an especial importance to the inclusion of photographs 
of details which show the overwhelming genius of Giovanni 
Pisano to great advantage. 

Many of these photographs were taken specially for our publica- 
tion. 

The text combines with the ample number of plates to make the 
present monograph one of the most important works in the 
department of fine arts to be published in the course of recent 
years. 

Adolfo Venturi’s book will meet with universal interest because 
the significance of Giovanni Pisano can be appreciated more 
fully by virtue of this authoritative work supported by its par- 
ticularly instructive plates. This monograph at last honours the 
sculptor with a literary monument. Every library and every 
museum, every collector of sculpture and many lovers of the 
fine arts, will desire to possess this volume, which is indipensable 
in every library which keeps abreast with the results of the best 
research of to-day. 

The format of the volume is royal quarto, and it contains about 70 
pages of text and 120 plates in collotype. Each illustration is 
preceded by a stout tissue upon which an accurate description of 
the plate is printed. This method facilitates the study of the book 
and obviates troublesome references to the catalogue. The book is 
handsomely bound. 
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THE DRAWINGS OF TIEPOLO 


Giovanni Battista Tiepolo, the greatest and most versatile of the 
Venetian artists of the eighteenth century, is above all a master of 
form and line. His well-known frescoes at Parma,Venice, Madrid, 
Wuerzburg and elsewhere reveal a perfection of the bighest 
order. Perhaps the strongest and most impressive evidence of the 
boldness of bis imagination is revealed in bis sketches and drawings, 
of which many were preliminary studies for bis masterpieces. It 
is in these magnificent drawings that we perceive the overwhelm 
ing genius and the character of the master. The boldest per- 
spectives are called to lifeby bis certain touch ; they seem breathed 
upon the paper. The irresistible charm of bis painting, in pic- 
torial effect and in magic power, lies in his astonishing combina- 
tion of delicacy and assurance of touch. 

Tiepolo’s drawings convey an exquisite quality of workmanship 
and allow us to follow the myriad possibilities of bis playful line 
far better than in bis large frescoes. Every touch is expressive of 
technical perfection. Every line bas its significance and the effect 
of inevitable necessity. Occasionally the effect of bis linear draw- 
ing is heightened by lively strokes of the brush to emphasize the 
most important parts. These drawings in monochrome water- 
colour are masterpieces of their kind, inimitable in pictorial effect, 
and they have never been excelled. 

The author, Detlev Baron von Hadeln, who has made the 
researches upon which thescientific catalogue raisonné is based, as 


well as having written the introductory text, is recognised as the 
foremost living authority on Venetian Art. He bas gone through 
the many private and public collections in which these drawings 
are housed, and not the least portionof bis work for the two vol- 
umes announced herewith, bas consisted in the critical selection 
of the two hundred drawings which have been reproduced each as 
a full page plate. 

The present publication is, of its kind, the most important monu- 
ment which has ever been dedicated to the great Venetian master. 
In fact, as far as the drawings are concerned, and the extent of the 
documentation, this book takes precedence over any other publi- 
cation on Tiepolo. The quality of the collotype plates is as per- 
fect as modern science can make them. Many of the reproductions 
attain the quality of the originals. 

These volumes are of obvious importance to libraries, to museums 
and to the great body of collectors of drawings, and in conjunction 
with the important catalogue raisonné, they may be described 
as indispensable. 

The format of both volumes is royal quarto. The text precedes 
the bulk of the plates. A stout tissue precedes and protects each 
plate ; these tissues bave an accurate description of each subject 
printed upon them, and thus obviate the trouble of referring to the 
catalogue and facilitate the study of the drawings.

THe recent edition of Shelley’s letters by Mr. Roger 
Ingpen, in the ‘Fulzan Shelley, gives no information as to 
the history of each letter, the collectors past and present 
in whose hands it has been, the prices it has brought in 
sales, the places where it has been published. 

Mr. Seymour de Ricci’s book, uniform in size with 
the ‘Fulian Shelley, isan attempt to fill that lacuna. 

With the assistance of many fellow-workers, such as 
Mr. Ingpen himself and Mr. ‘T. J. Wise, he has traced 
over six hundred letters, including a number of un- 
published pieces, the text of which appears for the first 
time either here or in the Fulian Shelley. 

Mr. de Ricci’s invaluable contribution to the study 
of one of England’s favourite authors is a handbook no 
student, collector or librarian can afford to do without. 

A few copies have been obtained by Maggs Bros., 
who will dispose of them at £3 3s. per copy. Only two 
hundred copies have been printed, mainly for the use of 
public libraries, and, like all other bibliographies, this one 
is sure to become scarce. 
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
